AMERICAN SHIPPING GAINING. 


Total of Tennage Still Far Below That 
of European Countries—Pacific 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—The report of 
Mr. Chamberlain, the United States Com- 
missioner of Navigation, says that Ameri- 
can tonnage now has attained practically 
the former maximum of 1861. The figures 
of 1901, compared with 1861, show an in- 
crease in coasting de vessels from 2.704. 
544 tons to 4,582, tons (two-thirds of this 
increase being on the great lakes); a de- 
crease in foreign trade vessels from 2,496,- 
894 tons to 879,505 tons, and a decrease in 
whaling and fishing vessels from 338,375 
tons to 61,940 tons. 

Of the total tonnage 3,623,201 tons are 
wooden vessels and only 1,901,017 tons are 
iron or steel. In 1900 Great Britain launched 
1,440,000 tons of steel vessels. 

Although registered American vessels in- 
creased 62,435 tons during the year; Amer- 
ican vessels carried only 8.2 per cent of the 
exports and imports, the smallest percentage 
in history. 

The fleet of ocean steamers in foreign 
trade, the report says, is too small to be 
compared with that of foreign nations. 


TERMINAL CHARGE CASE HEARD. 
United States Supreme Court to Decide 
Chicago Stock-Yards Dispute 
Over Extra Rates. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—The United 
States Supreme Court today heard argu- 
ments in the case of the Interstate Com- 
merce commission against the Western rail- 
roads terminating at Chicago. The case in- 
volves the legality of the terminal charge 
of $2 per car on all cars carrying live stock 
into the Union Stock-Yards at Chicago, in 
addition to the through rate charge. The 
commission decided against the terminal 
tariff, but the railroads appealed to the 
court. Argument was made for the com- 
mission by William A. Day, 8. H. Cowan, 
and David Willcox, and for the railroads 
by Lloyd W. Bowers.

ROOSEVELT ALTERS IDEAS 


PRESIDENT MAY CHANGE PARTS 
OF HISMESSAGE. ~ 


Revenue Legisiation Especially Per- 


plexing and the Trust Problem Is 
Another Grave Question — Recom- 
mendations on Corpcrations Still in 
Doubt, but Exceufive Seeks Advice 
of All the Best Posted Men—Cut in 
the War Tas May Be Suggested. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—[Spectal.J—A 
week or two ago the President had his mes- 
sage outlined, but if the men who have talked 
with him lately are to be relied upon, he 
has changed his views somewhat as to the 
recommendations he wil! make with regard 
t> some of the most important questions to 
be called to the attention of Congress. 
It is still as certain as anything can be in 
adVance that there will be no direct recom- 
mendations for specific financial legislation, 
except, possibly, in the way of a reduction of 
the Internal revenue taxes. But with regard 
to the tariff and trusts there appears a wide 
difference of opinion as to what the Presi- 
dent's course will be. 

It is well known through his speeches 
and newspaper interviews while Governor 


of New York that he thinks something should 


be done to restrain the growing power of in- 
dustrial combinations,. but he is now rep- 
resented as being uncertain in his own mind 
whether Congress has the power to pass a 
law that would be effective and at the same 
time fair. 


Interested Men Are Consulted. 


The President has had frequent consulta- 
tions with Attorney General Knox on this 
subject, and with the controlling officers 
of some of the greatest corporations in the 
United States, including the Presidents of 
great railroads, and there is no doubt that 
the part of his message dealing with the 
question of trusts will be clear and emphatic 
as regards his own views. However, no- 
body seems to know whether he will be con- 
tont with expressing his personal opinions, 
or whether he wifl recommend some definite 
legislation, such as the creation of a com- 
mission to handle the trust question and the 
passage of a law dealing directly with those 
who violate the present one, or giving the 
executive departments power to do so, or 
recommending amendments to the Sherman 
anti-trust law, now on the statute books, or 
in some other way reaching what he un- 
dcubtedly regards as an existing and grow- 
ing evil. | 

President Roosevelt is now the storm center 
of the agitation that has sprung up over 
the general tariff question since last spring, 
when Representative Babcock gave notice 
that he would, at the coming session, intro- 
duce a’bill to place on the free list such ar- 
ticles as can be made more cheaply in this 
country than abroad. 

This was the first gun, and even if the 
campaign shall fail it will have at:least suc- 
ceeded in arousing a lively discussion. 


Financiers Oppose Tariff Changes. 


It is, a fact that the ablest financiers in 
Congress, men like Aldrich and Allison and 
the members of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee in the House, are absolutely opposed 
to the reopening of the tariff question, either 
in the way of reciprocity treaties or under 
the general proposition for the readjustment 
of schedules.” 

There are others, like Babcock, who want 
a general tariff revision, and others still who’ 
would be content with the ratification of a 
series of reciprocity treaties. 

The manufacturers’ convention which re- 
cently met in Philadelphia declared in favor 
of reciprocity treaties, and this declaration 
has been indorsed by numerous Boards of 
Trade and other commercial bodies. The 
Home Market club of Boston, on the other 
hand, is opposed to the treaties. a 

The full force of the contending factions 
is centered on the head of President Roose- 
velt, who has already on more than one o- 
casion indorsed in a general way the policy 
of reciprocity. 

The Secretary of the Treasury did all he 
could to induce the Holders of bonds to pre- 
sent them for payment, but the surplus still 
piles up, and he has therefore decided to 
a big cut in the internal revenue 
axes. 


CARNEGIE NOW LORD RECTOR.

The Chinese plenipotentiaries refused to 
comply with the demand. Thereupon the 
Japanese government from Tokio communi- 
cated with the Southern Viceroys ahd in- 
duted them to use their influence with the 
Empress Dowager against the treaty. 

In the meantime the Empress Dowager 
instructed Li Hung Chang to communicate 
the treaty, after certain modifications, to 
the Ministers of the powers, and, if they 
did not object, to sign the same. 


Quarrels with Russian Envoy. 

Li Hung Chang visited M. Lessar and ex- 
plained to him the instructions. The Russian 
Minister strongly objected to revealing the 
text of the treaty to the Ministers of the 
other powers and a stormy interview ensued. 
Li Hung Chang went home in a violent 
passion and hed a hemorrhage, which the 
doctogs attribute to the overexertion of a 
weakened system. 

While these things were happening in 
Pekin the southern Viceroys sent to the Em- 
press Dowager a memorial against the treaty. 
On receiving it she telegraphed to Li Hung 
Chang countermanding the order to sign. 
This instruction came after Li Hung Chang 
had become unconscious. 

When M. Lessar endeavored to have Li 
Hung Chang's seal affixed to the treaty, Chou 
Fu, Provincial Treasurer, who bad just ar- 
rived from Poa-Ting Fu, took charge of the 
seals as the temporary successor of Ear! Li. 


„ Wuan Shih Kai Appointed. 

The appointment of Yuan Shih Kai, the 
present, Governor of Shantung, to succeed 
Li Hung Chang as Viceroy of Chili Prov- 
ince, was announced today. This appoint- 
ment indi¢ates that it is of great impor- 
tance in the estimation ef the court to have 
a strong man at the head of the province. 
Chou Fu, the Provincial Treasurer, will 
act as Viceroy until the arrival of Yuan 
Shih Kai. Cheng Tien Chin, the Director 
General of River Transport, will succeed 
Yuan Shih Kai as Governor of Shantung. 
Wang Wen Sao, a member of the Grand 
Council and second in rank in the Wai Wu 
Pu (the new Foreign office), who is now with 
the court, has been appointed plenipoten- 
tilary and acting head of the Foreign office 
as successor to Li Hung Chang. 

Given New Name and Rank. 

Another edict creates Li Hung Chang a 
Marquis and bestows on him the new name ot 
Li Wen Chung, by which he will be known in 
history. 

The flag of the United States Legation was 
the only one half-masted in Pekin today. 
The mourners and the family of Li Hung 
Chang will burn paper offerings tomorrow, in 
accordance with custom, for the use of his 
spirit in the other world. 

Li Hung Chang's estate will remain intact 
for the use of his eldest son, who will provide 
for the other members of the family. It is 
understood that the value of the estate will 
be from 10,000,000 to 20,000,000 taels.. 


Prince Ching to Return. 
Telegraphic communication with Prince 
Ching was obtained today. He is hastening 
to meet the court. After consultation he will 
return with Wang Wen Shao, who is accom- 
panying the court, which is now five days’ 
journey from Kai Fong Fu. 


Features of Manchurian Treaty. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Nov. 9, 3 a. m.—The Hankow 
correspandent of the Times supplies what 
he alleges is a correct translation of the 
authentic text of the Manchurian conven- 
tion proposed by Russia. 

The convention stipulates for the gradual 
withdrawal of the Russian forces within 
three years, provided no other rebellion 
occurs and the powers do not interfere.”’ 

The number and stations of the Chinese 
garrisons must be settled in concert with 
the Russian military authorities, and Rus- 
sian assent must be obtained for any rail- 
way construction in southern Manchuria. . 

„No mention is made in the text sent by 
the Grand Council to the Southern Viceroys 
of mining, commercial, or other exclusive 
privileges,’ says the correspondent, “ and 
the Viceroys believe the convention con- 
tains other clauses which the Grand Council 


is not willing to disclose.“ 


DUKE IS PRINCE OF WALES. 


King Edward Confers New Title and 


Rank Upon the Heir Apparent 
to the Crown.

LONDON, Nov. 9, 3 a. m.—King Edward 
armounced today that he has conferred the 
titles of Prince of Wales and Earl of Chester 

on the Duke of Cornwall. 

The announcement meets with a chorus of 
approval. The Duke has richly deserved the 
honor. It is a reward for the skillful man- 
ner in which he accomplished his difficult 
mission to the British dominions beyond 
seas. 

When the Duke and Duchess returned from 
their seven months’ tour it was stated in 
these dispatches that many days would not 
elapse before the heir apparent was created 
Prince of Wales, and the only reason why 
the announcement was not officially pub- 
lished a week ago was because the King 
wished it to be made known on his birthday. 

Among other honors bestowed by King 
Edward are a baronetcy upon the retiring 
Lord Mayor of London, Frank Green, and 
knighthood for Chief Justices Little of New- 
foundland and Gray of Bermuda; G. A.

American Reply to France. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—[Special.J]— 
The Américan government's response to the 
request for its views made by France with 
reference to the desire of that country to 
enforce the collection of its claims against 
Turkey, marks one of the most important 
steps in the definition of the right of the 
United States to protect its interests in Eu- 
rope. 

In the first place, France showed an ex- 
tremely, liberal spirit in asking the United 
States government for its views on the sub- 
ject. That, in itself, constituted a recogni- 
tion of the United States as having the same 
right as a power in the European concert to 
a voice in the determination of Turkish af- 
fairs. But France's apparent decision to 
bring the Sultan to terms by hostile meas- 
ures, if necessary, is the keynote to the ready 
response of this government that it is none 
of our business, which, interpreted in its 
broad sense, means, as it was intended to 
mean, that the rest of Europe has no concern 
in it either. 


Fixes a Precedent. 


The radical, but, as it is regarded here, 
natural, and proper action of France in tak- 
ing possession of a Turkish custom-house is 
approved by the Washington government, 
because it will establish a precedent of the 
right of any nation to collect its just debts 
from another nation, no matter how remote 
the two may be geographically, or how 
jealously regarded one may be by any power 
or group of powers. 

For years the federal, administration in 
Washington has chafed over Turkey's in- 
different attitude towards diplomatic de- 
mands for payment of claims. Should France 
be permitted by the European concert to re- 
tain possession of the Turkish custom-house 
which she now holds the United States will 
regard that as a precedent for the exercise 
of similar rights by this government, not 
only in Turkey but elsewhere in Europe, 
should the case ever arise where it will feel 
obliged to resort to radical steps, as have 
been taken by France.

International Agreement to Establish

Mexico City, Nov. 8—The Republic of 
Mexico today proposed to the Pan-American 
Congress the establishment of an interna- 
tional court of claims to decide all disputes 
between the American republics, after di- 
plomacy has failed. ) 

The proposition was for the Pan-American 
nations to enter into a five-year agreement 
to submit all claims to arbitration in a court 
composed of leading jurists from states not 
engaged in the controversy. 

The Mexican delegation also proposed to 
the congress a project on international sani- 
tary regulations, sketching its plans for a 
safe but not injurious quaramtine against 
epidemic diseases. 

In an introductory speech Francisco L. de 
la Barra, delegate of Mexico and author of 
the project, said it was largely based on the 
Olney-Pauncefote treaty of Jan. 12, 1897, 
with modifications suggested by the objec- 
tions which were made to the same treaty in 
the United States Senate and which caused 
that body to reject it. 

The proposed convention provides that the 
parties thereto will bind themselves to sub- 
mit to an international court all claims pro- 
ceeding from pecuniary losses and damages 
occasioned to any state or its citizens on 
account of acts or commissions of another 
state or any of its citizens, provided such 
claims cannot be arranged diplomatically. 

How Court Is to Be Constituted. 

The court of claims will be constituted as 
follows: Each contending government shall 
appoint one arbitrator, who must be a jurist 
of repute, not a native of the State appointing 
him, and the two arbitrators together shall 
elect a third one, who will preside. If the two 
arbitrators cannot agree to the appointment 
of a third them will ask the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of any of the American 
republics to designate a third arbitrator, wha 
must not be a native of any of the States in- 


~* 


terested in the controversy. 


Sentence must be rendered within three 
months counting from the date on which the 
case is closed. Sentence will be decided by 
the majority of votes and must be signed by 
all members of the court, including the dis- 
sentient ones, who may, however, express 
their private views in an independent form. 
If the sentence is unanimous it will be final, 
save that, within two months, its revision by 


the same court may be demanded in case its 


publication gives rise to doubts of various 
interpretations; or in case it fails to decide 
any of the points at issue, the court will de- 
cide the case anew and definitely within one 
month from the date of application for a 
revision. 
Procedure in Appeals. 

If the original sentence was rendered by a 
majority of the voters only the losing party 
may appeal to an international court com- 
posed of five members, of whom two 
will de selected by the heads of the 
contending states, four of those thus 
selected appointing a fifth, or proceed- 
ing as above indicated in case of failure 
to come to an agreement as to the fifth. 
But if, in case of a non-unanimous sentence, 
no appeal is taken within three months, the 
sentence shall become irrevocable. 

The Mexican delegation presented a project 
on international sanitary regulations. Re- 
cent scientific discoveries were reviewed, and 
thestatement was made that the propagation 
of epidemic diseases has been modified since 
the first congress was held. The resolutions 
urge: 

“‘First—That a strict quarantine of all 
kinds of merchandise and commercial articles 
and vehicies of transportation in maritime 
and inland traffic between the ports and ter- 
ritories of the contracting countries shall be 
abolished. 

Second That a quarantine of observation 
may be imposed on vessels transporting pas- 
sengers in order that sanitary inspection 
may take place on board ship, but vessels 
shall not be detained on that account fora 
period extending forty-eight hours. 

“ Third—The object of the quarantine ob- 
servation is to isolate such persons as may 
be suffering with any contagious disease, and 
also o have the opportunity of watching 
carefully such passengers as may be sus- 
pected. 

‘“‘ Fourth—On passenger trains from an in- 
fected place and which enter two or more 
different countries the quarantine of ob- 
servation cannot exceed at each of the boun- 
dary lines the necessary time for medica! in-

DEAD MAN IS H. C. HASTINGS. 


Body Found in Covington Is Identified 
as That of Missing Chicago 
Milk Dealer. | 


Information from Covington, Ky., is that 
the body of the man found dead in that city 
on Thursday had been positively identified 
by ©.

The body of Gaspar Timmerhof, 45 years old, 
was found yesterday east of Sheridan drive, 
near Walton place. Carbolic acid had caused 
death. Timmerhof had been employed as a 
superintendent by his brother, who runs a 
cigar factory in West Madison street, A 
week ago he was discharged.

entered in Chicago against a labor union was 
made yesterday in the United States Circuit 
Court. Judge Kohlsaat issued the order, 
which enjoins the members of the Custom 
Clothing Makers’ union from sending out 
circulars or letters designed to injure the 
business of the Globe Tailoring company of 
Cincinnati, 

The injunction is the outcome of an effort 
of the officers of the union to organize the 
plant of the Globe company. Finding the 
company would not permit it, a systematle 
plan was undertaken in the summer to force 
them into line. Letters and circulars were 
sent to firms dealing with the tailoring com- 
pany requesting them to withdraw their 
patronage. Uniogs were requested not to 
patronize the company. This systematic 
effort is said to have injured the company 
greatly. 

The case 1s regarded as a precedent that 
may prevent organized labor from boycot- 
ting unfriendly firms. For this reason the 
, Officers of the union will discuss the advis- 
ability of fighting the order in a higher court. 

Officers of the union say the court’s order 
will not stop the efforts to interfere with the 
business of the Globe ‘company, but may 
change the details of the plans. President 
Robert Noren and Secretary C. V. Peterson 
of the union both say they expect to con- 
— their efforts, but without violating the 
order. 


Tarrant Must Give Proof.

Woman Who Followed the Fortunes of 
the Fifteenth Corps from Vicksburg 
to Atlanta and the Sea Dies in Kansas

"Frederick C. Swift, and District Attorney 
Holmes examined the witnesses. . 

Among the witnesses heard were Captain 
Paul, Gibbs of Cataumet and Mrs. Beulah 
Jacobs of Somerville, both of whom testified 
concerning Miss Toppan and things that hap- 
pened while she wag in the Davis house as a 


nurse. 
Testimony Is Kept Secret. 

The inquest was conducted behind closed 
doors, and no one except the officials, at- 
torneys, and the witnesses under examina- 
tion was permitted to hear any of the pro- 
ceedings. Only one witness was admitted 
ta the courtroom at a time, and each was 
strictly enjoined to maintain secrecy as to 
the nature of the evidence disclosed. 

The State officers handling the case admit, 
however, that pract ly everything is being 
brought out at the hearing upon which the 
State will place its dependence for a success- 
ful prosecution of the trial of Miss Toppan. 
The inquest was not concluded today. 


iss Toppan Is Arraigned. 

When Miss Toppan was arraigned in the 
First’ District Court her counsel, James 
Stewart Murphy, asked for a continuance 
until Dec. 4, but Associate Judge Smith K. 
Hopkins, who presided in the absence of 
Judge Frederick C. Swift, would not consent 
to this, and sent Miss Toppan back to jail 
to remain until Nov, 15 without bail. 

When Miss Toppan appeared before the 
court she walked with a steady step and 
seemed to be holding herself under control. 
The little courtroom was crowded. The 
proceedings did not occupy more than four 
minutes. Miss Toppan was slightly nerv- 
ous, but showed no evidence of collapse. 


BANK PRESIDENT EXONERATED. 


William K. Lacey Proven to Have No 
Complicity in Crookedness at Niles, 
Mich., Bank. 


Bunker Hill, Kas., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Mary A. Bickerdyke, of army fame, died at 
8:40 p. m. today, at the age of 84. She was 
known in Grand Army of the Republic circles 
as Mother Bickerdyke,“ because of her 
services as a nurse during the civil war. The 
funeral will take place on Sunday, and on 
Monday the remains will be taken to 
burg, III., for burial. 

At the outbreak of the civil war Mrs. 
Bickerdyke enlisted as an army nurse. She 
saw her first battle at Fort Donelson, and 
from that time on was continuously in the 
service, trer abilities winning for her a rapid 
promotion. In the winter of 1868-64 she 
helped establish the Adams Block Hospital 
at Memphis, Tenn., with quarters for 6,000 
men. She was them appointed matron of 
Gayoso Hospital at Memphis, receiving 700 
wounded men after the battle of Arkansas 
Post. Mrs. Bickerdyke was in charge of field 
hospitals at the siege of Vicksburg, at Look- 
out Mountain, Missionary Ridge, and Chatta- 
nooga. She accompanied Sherman on the 
march to Atlanta. After the battles of 
Resaca, Kingston, New Hope, Dallas, and 
Kenesaw Mountains the hosp®als under her 
charge cared for 13,000 wounded union sol- 
diers. 
At the final review of fhe Fifteenth Army 
Corps Mrs. Bickerdyke rode with Sherman's 
staff through the streets of Washington. 
After the war she lived in Kansas, devoting 
her life to securing homes and pensions for 
ex-soldiers. Her eightieth birthday was cele- 
brated by every G. A. R. post in Kansas on 
July 19, 1897, by orders of the department 
commander. 


DEATH OF FREDERICK S. NEWELL 


President of the Bain Wagon Works 
Passes Away at Kenosha After a 
Long Illness. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Nov. 8.—[Special. }]— 
William K. Lacey, former President of the 
First National Bank of Niles, walked out of 
the federal court this morning fully exon- 
erated from all charges of improper conduct 
in connection with the affairs of the wrecked 
bank. 

After he had made his denial of any 
knowledge of the illegal and dishonest meth- 
ods of Cashier Johnson, in whom he had 
placed the greatest confidence, and Miss 
Beall, the bank stenographer, had testified 
that letters marked “ Dictated, W. K. L.“ 
were dictated by Johnson, Judge Wanty took 
the case from the jury and ordered a verdict 
of hot guilty. The Judge said that the gov- 
ernment relied wholly on the count charging 
aiding and abetting Johnson in making false 
reports to the Controller, which had not 
been shown by the evidence.

Kenosha, Wis., Nov. 8.—[Special. }—Fred- 
erick S. Newell, President and Treasurer of 
the Bain wagon works and President of the 
Chicago-Rockford hosiery works, died today 
at his home in this city. Mr. Newell had been 
ill for many months with a chronic pleurisy, 
and his death had been expected for several 
days. 

The death of Mr. Newell marks the pass- 
ing of one of the best known citizens of this 
city, where he lived most of his life, and 
was closely connected with the development 
of its manufacturing interests. He was a 
son of Theodore Newell and was born in 
Southport, now Kenosha, on June 6, 1845, 
He was educated in private schools and at 
Yale, and in 1863 he returned to Chicago and 
went into business with his father, who 
was then extensively engaged in the manu- 
facture of lumber. He remained in Chicago 
for several years, when his health failed 
and he was forced to spend several years 
traveling. 

On his return from abroad Mr. Newell went 
to Chicago and organized the White Cloud 
Lumber company, in which business he re- 
‘mained until 1878, when he returned to 
Kenosha and entered the office of the Bain 
wagon works. At the incorporation of this 
company four years later Mr. Newell was 
made the secretary of the company, which 
office he held until the death of Edward Bain, 
when Mr. Newell was made the President of 
the company.

INTERES? CHARGE 


Results of First Quarter of Fiscal Year 
as Compared with Last Year - J. n. 
Dennis of Blair & Co. of New York 
Will Be in Chicago This Month— 
American Cereal Dividend—Trading 


Earnings of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad for the three months ending 
on Sept. 30, 1001, were at the rate of 9.07 per 
cent on the stock outstanding before the 
property was taken over by the Great North- 
ern and the Northern Pacific jointly. That ts 
to say, the property. is earning at the rate of 
over 4% per cent on the collateral trust bonds 
issued by those systems in exchange for the 
old Burlington stock at 200. As these bond« 
bear 4 per cent interest -the transaction 


shows already a slight profit for the roads 


which hold the stock. 

In comparing the two periods the results 
for the quarter ended on Sept. 30, 1901, were 
not assumed as being one-fourth of the 
totals for the year. As earnings and operat- 
ing expenses differ widely in the four quar- 
ters of the year that would be manifestly un- 
fair. The figures for the quarter to Sept. 30, 


1000, were taken, and the percentages which 


they showed in each case to the totals for the 
fiscal year were ascertained. The same per- 
centages were allowed for the present year, 
and the calculation on that basis shows that 
the Burlington road, if it continues as in the 
past three months, will earn in excess of the 
charges on the collateral trust donds for the 
full year. 

When the Burlington annual report cover- 
Ing the last fiscal year was issued it showed 
that the earnings were below the new in- 
terest charges and some criticism was passed 
upon Mr. Hill and his associates for their 
purchase. On the stock outstanding at the 
time of purchase the net earnings amounted 
to 7.88 per cent. Without an improvement 
the Northern Pacific and the Great Northern 
would have had to make good the deficit. 
With the men who promoted the deal it was 
a question ot control of the property. It 
would be hard to measure the value of that 
control in a percentage. An outlet to Chi- 
cago was obtained on the Northern roads, 
and an independent system, capable of ex- 
tending to the coast by direct building or con- 
nection with another road, was shorn of its 


power.

Messrs. Harper will publish during the 
week a book on “ Queen Victoria: Her Life 
and Empire,“ by her son-in-law, the Marquis 
of Lorne, now his Grace the Duke of Argyll. 
The book begins with a long preface, which 
the author says was written at the request of 
the publishers. In it he thanks the publish- 
ers for the quickness and completeness with 
which the matter printed in the pages of the 
book was issued. He argues for haste in such 
matters. There are those who think it wrong 
to write when there is so much of what may 
must feel to be untoward haste.

Though the trust and monopolistic develop- 
ment seems dangerous to the political and 
small commercial interests, Vandervelde 
shows their importance as factors in the in- 
dustrial life in that they perfect the tech- 
nique of production and socialize labor. They 
are, he says, the necessary forerunners of a 
new system, already proving itself in Fran 
and Belgium worthy of praise. 

The. text of the second part of Vander- 
velde’s work is: Wealth, social in its origin, 
should be social in its use.“ He discusses the 
old views concerning profits, the desire for 
which is the principal motive for.production 
under the present system; for this reason he 
concludes that “ the productive power of 
modern society would be considerably in- 
creased if through the socializgtion of the 
principal industries the unearned incomes de- 
rived from ‘capitalist property were sup- 
pressed or reduced in large measure.” He

The dense ignorance which 
once inclosed him like the gloom of pri- 
meval forests is scattered by shafts of 
light which penetrate it.“ 
The position which the writer appears to 
have found is that of pantheism. God is 
ail and all is God. Of course this leaves 
no place for the so-called evangelical doc- 
trines. It is not a question so much of 
dogmatism as of dogmatics. The question 
still remains: Whose dogmas are, on the 
whole, most reasonable, most believable?

It has escaped 


notice that Emperor Nicho- 
las caused himself to be officially reptesented 
at the recent wedding of Princess Catherine 
Yourivska to Prince Alexander Bariahtin- 
sky at Biarritz. The Emperor only decided 
upon pay! this’ altogether unlooked-for 
compliment at the last moment, and, in fact, 
the wedding had to be postponed for three 
hours in order to allow time for the arrival 
from Paris of Duke Geof¥e of Leuchtenburg, 
who had been selected by the momarch for 
the purpose. It was the Duke, who, as the 
Czar’s representative, conducted the bride 
into church, the bride being the illegitimate 
daughter of Alexander II., the little child 
whom the ill-fated monarch dandled on his 
knee and to whom he gave the last embrace 
on leaving the palace of the little girl’s moth- 
er to go to his shocking doom at the hands 
of the Nihilists. 

It may be remembered that on the morrow 
of Alexander II.'s funeral his morgantic 
widow and her ‘children, who had all been 
born out of wedlock (morganatic or other- 
wise), were banished from Russia, and, while 
this penalty was rigorously maintained 
throughout the late reign, the present Czar 
himself was sufficiently averse th the widow 
of his murdered grandfather to insist upon 
the French government requiring her de- 
parture from the French capital on the 
occasion of his visit to Paris three years 


ago. 

He has relented since. For he has given 
the widowed Princess Youriewsky’s son a 
commission in the army and has wel 
him to court, taking him into his favor, while 
he has now caused himself to be officially 
represented by a Prince of the imperial fam- 
ily at the wedding. 

With regard to the appointment of General 

Sir John French to the chief command at 


er, I have not seen it mentioned anywhere 
that he was originally in the navy and did 
good service as a midshipman and as a sub- 
Lieutenant before being traneferred to the 
army. General Sir Evelyn Wood, it may be 
remembered, began his career in the same 
way. Indeed, although Sir John French is 
now regarded as the foremost cavalry lead- 
er in the British army, and for the matter 
o& that of Europe, he still rides like a sailor, 
that is to say, in an all hunched up bag of 
meal fashion, presenting a most ungrace- 
ful and unhorsemanlike appearance. 

Another tra of seafaring life which Sir 
John has retained is his wonderfully pract!- 
and his power o ng cireum- 
ditions. This, of course, formerly brought 
him into conffict with his superiore in the 
army, and it is worthy of note that during 
the two or three years that preceded the 
outbreak of the war be was to such an ex- 
tent an obj of censure on the part of the 
military autnprites that he was considered 
as absolutely ‘shelved, and was, indeed, rec- 
ommended to retire. Instead of that he 
is now on the high road to become a Field 
Marshal. 

The Duke of Cornwall's return has been 
signalized by the removal of General Sir 
Francis de Winton from the post of Con- 
troller of the Household of the heir apparent 
and the appointment of Colonel the Hon. 
„Bin Carrington in his, place. Colonel 
Carrington is one of the most populer men 
in London and is married to a charming 
‘American woman, a daughter of the late 
Francis Warden of New York, which makes 
him, of course, the brother-in-law of that 
extremely popular personage, the late 
„ Billy ’’ Warden, who was as much at home 
in the most exclusive sets of the society of 
London and Paris as in New York. Colo- 
nel Carrington is a younger brother of Lord 
Carrington, and was regarded as heir to 
the Earldom and estates until a few months 
ago, when the Countess of Carrington aston- 
ished both her husband and her grown up 
daughters by presenting her lord and master 
with a son. 

Among his other offices Colonel Bill 
Carrington is Secretary to the Lord Great 
Chamberlain, and as such it is his duty to 
conduct the search of the vaults and cellars 
beneath the Houses of Parliament at the 
commencement of each session. 

This is more of an historical ceremony than 
a measure of precaution, and it dates back 
to the days of King James I. and the gun- 
powder plot. It is scarcely necessary to re- 
late here the time-honored story of how 


the vaults beneath the Houses of Parlla- 
ment, equipped with a dark lantern and 
fuses and surrounded by a large number 
of barrels of gunpowder, all ready to blow 
King, Lords, and Commons into eternity.

Congressional appropriation. The next Con- 
gress should certainly find time to remedy 
thie defect in the prison arrangements. 
When the guards are too few in number the 
result is not only that they themselves are 
exposed to unnecessary risks, but that the 
men find it comparatively easy to overpower 
their keepers. A gentleman from the west- 
ern plains is not likely to remain incarcerated 
any longer than absolutely necessary. He 
haa daring and intelligence enough to make 
use Of the slightest advantage which is given 
him. It would be well, therefore, to keep 
more official eyes fixed on him than the 
government seems willing at present to pro- 
vide. It is only natural, moreover, that the 
people in the neighborhood should not enjoy 
seeing this district overrun by a band of juil- 
birds in the first joy of recovered liberty. 
Measures should be taken to prevent the re- 
currence of such an incident. A few more 
guards will keep the convicts and the neigh- 
bors separated. 


ENGLISH FOPS AND DAWDLERS AT WAR 
Colonel de Villebois-Mareuil, the French 
officer who was killed in the Boer service, 
kept a diary, which has recently been pub- 
lished. In it he says the English army has 
not “ enough endurance to abandon its com- 
forts for a matter of three days.” Among 
these “comforts” may be counted pianos 
and Kitchen ranges, which Lord Kitchener 
not long ago ordered officers not te carry 
along with them. 
It appears that the English officers are 
no more willing to suriender their amuse- 
ments than they are their comforts. The 
St: James Gazette publishes an extract from 
a letter from an Englishman in south Africa. 
He says, referring to the prolongation of 
the war, The fact of the case is that most 
ef our officers are fonder of golf and cricket 
than duty.“ He gives an interesting in- 
stanee of misguided devotion to “ sport.” 
Some officers were playing golf, when they were 
told the enemy was around. They finished their 
game and then gave orders to fall in; but, mean- 
while, Brother Boer had exchanged their horses 
and all got awey, our men not being able to fol- 
low on the Boer horses. That is the kind of 
thing that is keeping the war on. 
It has been contended that the fondness 
of English gentlemen for athletic amuse- 
ments contributed towards making them the 
all-round superior persons they consider 
themselves. It has been said that the fox 
hunter had in him the makings of a dashing 
cavairyman, and that the qualities which 
won success on the football or cricket field 
helped to make a man a fine soldier. British 
officers have rather looked down on those in 
other armies who are intensely military and 
care for no other game than that of war. 

An officer who is so keen a sportsman that 
he must play his geme through, even when 
the enemy is at the gate, will not be a suc- 
cess in the military profession unless he can 
persuade his opponent to be polite enough 
to wait till he shall have finished his game. 
Such courtesy seldom is shown. If the golf- 
playing British officers who have been 
spoken of had politely asked the Boers to 
suspend operations until the game was over 
the latter, not being “ gentlemen,” would 
have discourteously refused.

THE TELEPHONE OUTRAGE. 
Nobody likes to be imposed upon. The 


ordinary man is less indignant when some- 
Lody beats him fairly in a trade than when 
he is overreached by false pretenses. Heu-~ 


the peculiar indignation which the ‘us- 
tomers of the Chicago Telephone company 
feel concerning that corporation, now that 


they discover it has been imposing upon the 


public ander false pretenses. 

That company bound itself years ago to 
charge not to exceed certain specified rates 
for telephones in private residences and 
business houses. ‘The rates for the latter 
were and are the higher. This distinction 
has not been seriously objected to. It is 
admitted that the business telephone is used 
more continuously than the house telephone 
during the hours of its activity. As an off- 
set, however, it is inactive on Sunday and at 
night. 

Business-men would not have objected 
seriously to paying a rental of $125 a year, 
but when the Telephone company raised 
that rental to $175 they remonstrated. The 
company assured them sweetly that they 
were getting better service by the substitu- 
tion of a metallie circuit for ground lines 
and were getting it at greatly increased cost 
to the company, which was working philin- 
thropicaily for the good of its customers. 

It now appears that the company was 
looking after its own interests rather than 
those of its customers. By introducing the 
metallic eireuit and increasing the volume 
of long-distance telephoning, it got a larger 
income, receiving, as it does, tolls from the 
American Telegraph and Telephone com- 
pany. That concern, which owns a majority 
of the stock of the Chicago company, is a 
beneficiary also. 

The telephone company had no more right 
under the circumstances to charge more 
for improved facilities which were the 
natural development of the telephone busi- 
ness than a street car company has to ad- 
vance its rates when it improves the serv- 
ice. The street car companies do not lack 


| cheek, but they never said they ought to 


be allowed to charge more than five cents 
after they had substituted cable and elec- 
tric for horse cars, 

The telephone company has said the high- 
er rates were justifiable because they meant 
better service. The service is worse now 
than it was before the rates w 
The company denies it, but the public knows 
it and calls loudly for redress. 

The company instead of being on the look- 


out for defects in service so as to remedy 


them is on the lookout for opportunities to 
“get the best of its customers. There 
is an interesting letter in today’s paper bear- 
ing on that point. A man had in his office 
a telephone for which he paid $125 a year. 
He did not use it much. Two of his office 
associates used it to the extent of two or 
three calls a day. The vigilance compaay 
found this out and notitied these two men 
that they must have their names in its di- 
rectory and pay $104 piece therefor. Notice 
has just been served on them that the price 
for next year will be $25 each. Surely the 
company never loses an opportunity to shear 
the sheep. 

The time has gone by for dealing daintily 
with this corporation. The publie has had 
enough of its rapacity and its excuses and 


service. It is time for Chicagoans to take 
this company in hand. If not in courts, 
then in the Legislature, a means can be 
found of ending a system of extortion which 
has become intolerable after its flagrant in- 
justice has been demonstrated. 


PLAIN JUSTICE FOR THE BLACKS. 
The editor of the Tuskegee News has for 
twenty years been familiar with Booker T. 
Washington and his work. Therefore he 
does not get excited over the incident of the 
White House dinner. He regrets it, but he 
does not think either the President or the 
Professor meant to offend the South. The 
editor says, with amusing seriousness, that 
“at the North the dinner table is a place to 
talk over business to a greater extent than 
is true in the South.” There is more busi- 
ness to talk over at the North, and the din- 
ners are better—much better—worth linger- 
ing over. | 

The editor takes pains to explain that— 
Professor Washington comes into contact with 
people in the North in a way that he does not in the 
South. There has been scarcely a week during 
the last ten years when the Associated Press has 
not told us of his speaking and dining at some 


banquet in the North with Governors, etc. We all 
know that it was widely reported in the press dis-

Northern peo- 
ple wish that the negro shall have an oppor- 
tunity to show the best that is in him. Too 
many Southern people wish to deny him that 
opportunity. They cannot pardon him for 
having been a slave. 

The North has its delusions regarding the 
black man. It has assumed that he might 
be about equal to the ordinary white man if 
all the fetters were removed from his limbs 
and mind. It has given him the ballot think- 


tect his political rights as white men do. 
That has been discovered to be a mistake. 

The North, seeing the slow progress of the 
blacks during the last thirty years and the 
small number of exceptionally able black 
men who have come to the surface, has lost 
much of its faith in the supreme efficacy of 
the spelling book. But, as a matter of sheer 
justice, it does insist that if the black man 
cannot rise to the level of the white man he 
shall be enabled to rise as far as his natural 
powers permit.

THE SULTAN YIELDS. 

The harsh measures employed by France 
at last have brought the Sultan to terms. 
This might have been anticipated. The 
method of naval demonstration for the 
coercing of Turkey, has become an inter- 
national fashion, as there appears to be no 
other way of collecting claims against the 
Sick Man, and even then he only yields 
at the last moment. This he has now done, 
for when the French squadron arrived at 
Mitylene and marines were landed, pre- 
liminary to a seizure of the customs, the last 
day of grace had expired. There was nothing 
for a gentleman to do but to fight or pay up, 
and the Sultan has chosen the latter horn 
of the dilemma. He has yielded the entire 
demands of the French govefhment, which 
means not only payment of the quay claims 
of the French company, and of certain rajl- 
road construction claims, which have been 
indorsed in Turkish courts, but also com- 
pensation for certain moral injuries result- 
ing from the Sultan's recent conduct. There 
is also to be an adjustment of the French 
protectorate over Catholics in the Orient 
and the safeguarding of French schools in 
vinces. 

The pro ess with which the Sultan 
concedes the claims agalust him when con- 
fronted with force shows that he had no 
hope of support from outside powers, and 
that the stories of a Franco-Russian com- 
bination for exploiting their interests in Ru- 


hand, and of an Anglo-German combina- 
tion as an offset on the other hand are

The efforts New York is making in the 
direction of better social conditions are re- 
viewed in a spirit which shows the Presi- 
dent’s passion for results and his impatience 
with visionary methods. It is clear, too, 
that he has a decided preference for that 
kind of social reform activity which gites 
organization a subordinate place and relies 
mainly on the influence of man on man, char- 
acter on character. This is the way of life, 
as the warden of Loynbee Hall is never tired 
of saying, as distinct from the way of ma- 
chinery. Mr. Roosevelt seems to concur 
heartily in this view of the case, and, al- 
though he has a word of sincere praise for 
the charity organizations, for the university 
settlements, for churches such as St. 
George’s, where Dr. Rainsford has a con- 
gregation of 4,000 working people, and for 
semi-charitable societies such as the Legal 
Aid, which strives to remedy the colossal] 
injustices so often encountered by the poor, 
still he shows the warmest sympathy when 
he is discussing the individual efforts of men 
like F. Norton Goddard and Jacob A. Riis. 

Mr. Goddard moved some time ago into 
one of the poorest quarters on the Hast Side, 
rented a room in a tenement building, and 
became a resident, not a visitor, in the dis- 
trict. In the course of his efforts to take his 
part in the life of the community he was 
drawn into politics, and, as he is a practical 
man, he is now a kind of beatified boss in his 
part of town. Twenty men like Goddard, 
says Mr. Roosevelt, would break the power 
The work of Mr.

Ex-President Cleveland, in his speech of 
Thursday at the celebration of Carnegie day 
at the Carnegie Institute in Pittsburg, re- 
ferred to “the dislocation which unfortun- 
ately so frequently occurs in the relation- 
ship of labor and capital,” and cited Mr. Car- 
netie's gift of this institute with its library. 
museum, art exhibitions, music school, 
concerts—-as typifying that national co-

These remarks perhaps gave no undue 
emphasis to the forces for good represented 
by this institute.
